Born in Halle, February 23, 1685 Died in London, April 13, 1759 


THE MESSIAH 


Oratorio, composed in 1741. Begun August 22, finished September 14. Text 
selected from the Scriptures by Charles Jennens. Produced in Dublin, April 13, 
1742, with the composer conducting. In 1789 Mozart supplied additional or- 
chestral accompaniments. Some of these additions will be used in the present 
performances, but for the most part the 1902 edition by Ebenezer Prout, Novello 
edition, will be followed. The first performance by the Handel and Haydn Society 
was in Boylston Hall, December 25, 1818; present performances are the 229th 
and 230th.
